FISH STORY «= EXONUMIA STYL 
by Gerald Johnson #331 


Some years ago an aluminum bottle check turned up bearing tho 
words Smith Brothers! Fish Shanty, Port Washington, Wisconsin, on the 
obverse, and Good for 5¢ if Returned With Bottle, on the reverse. 
Fish shanties are few and far between here in the midwest so research 
was in order, turning up the following "fishy" story. 

Long ago, before the era of the lamprey eel and DDT poiséntne, 
the upper Great Lakes produced hurce and bountiful harvests of lake 
trout, perch, white fish, and chubsa for the hundreds of commercial 
fishermen who plied these clear, rugged deeps. Way back in 188 the 2 
Smith Brothers' Fishery was founded in Port Washington, Wisconsin witk G&S 
the purpose of providing a ready outlet and processing plant for these , 
local fishermen, Port Washington lies on the SW side of Lake Michigan, 
a few miles north of the port of Milwaukee. The firm still exists, 
though the concept of its creation is but a shadow of the good old days 
with only on 6 fishing boat operating at present from the port fishery. 

No perch or lake trout in quantity remain on the western banks of 
Take Michiran. Most of the commercial catch now consists of white fish. 
These are largely found on the southern end of the lake near I11. The 
Smith Brothers' plant still processes a few white fish and chubs »ut 
most processed now are flown over 1,600 from the E and W coasts end 
Canada. aAmonr the unlikely salt water fish to he processed in Wiscon- 
sin are haddock, halibut, scrod, ocean perch, and blue fish. 

The very fact that the Smith Brothers' operation has survived at 
all is a tribute to family management. The ownership is now in the 
hth generation but the first Fish Shanty Eatery was created by 2nd 
generation Evelyn Smith in 1931. The original shanty had a counter 
and 12 stools plus a couple of tables, in a ood frame building. The 
interior was decorated like a fisherman's shanty. Dozens of 10th 
century relics and antiques added to the atmosphere. Word soon spread 
of the excellent food and atmosphere, Several additions were made be- 
fore the whole complex burned tn 1953. 

The Smiths quickly rebuilt a médorn brick fish shanty that now 
also houses their offices, Though their enterprises now run a number 
of ultramodern outlets and restaurants, the balance of old and now is 
kept, The lake chubs are smoked over maple and hickory pit fires at 
ee Vashington exactly as 80 years apo. No other method will do the 
40b as well.
